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Until  the  day  cometh  when  there  is  found  no  more  room  for  them;  and 
then  I  have  other  places  which  I  will  appoint  unto  them,  and  they  shall 
be  called  stakes,  for  the  curtains  or  the  strength  of  Zion. 
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Elder  Marlon  G.  Romney 
visits  Mission 

by  President  and  Sister  Howard  C.  Badger 

From  the  10th  March,  1970,  until  the  23rd  the  South  African  Mission 
enjoyed  the  great  privilege  of  becoming  better  acquainted  with  Elder 
Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  During  this  time  he 
toured  the  Mission.  His  route  was  from  Johannesburg  to  Durban.  East 
London,  Cape  Town,  Bloemfontein,  Bulawayo.  Salisbury,  and  then  back  to 
Johannesburg.  His  last  three  days  here  were  spent  in  organizing  the 
Transvaal  Stake  into  five  wards  and  five  branches.  Creating  a  Stake  in 
South  Africa  is  the  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  this  great  land. 
We  are  confident  that  this  will  add  greater  impetus  to  the  work  and  that 
the  Mission  is  on  the  verge  of  the  greatest  growth  in  its  history. 

All  of  us  who  heard  Elder  Romney  speak  are  better  because  of  the 
inspiring  messages  and  guidance  which  he  gave.  New  goals  have  been  set 
through  his  messages  and  instructions.  Better  methods  of  teaching  the 
Gospel  have  been  given.  A  more  clear  understanding  of  what  God  expects 
of  each  of  us  has  come  into  our  minds.  A  greater  appreciation  for  God 
and  His  Son  has  entered  the  hearts  of  many  who  heard  Elder  Romney 
speak.  He  spoke  of  how  much  more  important  it  was  to  "Know  God"  than 
just  to  know  that  he  lives.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  having  our  lives 
in  tune  with  His  teachings.  If  we  can  make  Elder  Romney's  messages  part 
of  our  lives,  we  will  be  better  citizens  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We  will 
be  instruments  in  His  hands  in  helping  bring  about  a  great  increase  in 
attendance  at  Sacrament  meetings  and  a  great  increase  in  Church  member- 
ship. 

Among  other  statements  which  he  made  was  that  if  the  Priesthood 
bearers  would  do  Home  Teaching  regularly  and  faithfully  that  attendance 
at  Sacrament  Meetings  would  double.  He  promised  the  missionaries  that 
if  they  would  go  out  each  day  earnestly  seeking  one  person  who  would 
receive  the  first  proselyting  lesson  that  baptisms  for  1970  would  double 
those  of  1969.  He  concurred  in  Elder  Packer's  previous  statement  that  if 
the  Republic  of  South  Africa  is  to  endure  it  would  be  through  the  citizens 
of  this  country  accepting  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as  taught  by  the  true 
Church. 

Elder  Romney  said  that  he  marvelled  why  some  receive  the  Gospel 
and  others  don't.  Then  he  explained  that  this  was  because  those  who 
accept  it  are  the  sheep  about  whom  the  Saviour  spoke  when  he  told  us  that 
he  was  the  good  shepherd  and  that  the  sheep  knew  his  voice.  These  sheep 
would  not  follow  a  stranger  but  would  follow  the  voice  of  the  Lord.  He 
spoke  of  the  tens  of  thousands  in  this  land  who  do  hearken  to  the  voice 
of  the  Lord.  He  related  the  scripture  which  told  how  the  Spirit  of  Jesus 
Christ  enlightens  every  man  that  comes  into  the  world.  If  a  man  will 
hearken  unto  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  will  gain  more  light  and  truth  and 
will  then  come  unto  the  Father.  He  quoted  scriptures  showing  that  the 
whole  world  lies  in  sin,  and  that  is  because  they  do  not  hearken  unto  the 
Lord  and  to  His  Spirit  which  is  striving  with  them.  When  people  outside 
the  Church  hear  the  message  of  the  Gospel,  most  of  them  do  not  want  to 
hear  it,  because  they  are  not  hearkening  unto  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  Then 
when  we  find  those  who  hear  the  message  and  gladly  accept  it.  it  is  because 
they  are  hearkening  unto  the  Spirit.  He  told  us  that  we  who  have  accepted 
the  Gospel  are  those  who  have  been  hearkening  unto  the  Spirit. 

He  said  that  he  was  glad  for  the  principle  of  Repentance,  for  no  one 
but  Jesus  lived  a  perfect  life.  We  need  the  assurance  we  can  turn  back  to 
the  ways  of  God.  He  related  the  Book  of  Mormon  story  of  Enos  to  show 
how  God  speaks  to  his  servants.  He  testified  that  he  knew  everything  which 
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modern  day  prophets  have  taught  as  revelation  is  true,  from  Joseph  Smith 
to  the  present  day.  We  can  know  when  our  leaders  are  speaking  under 
inspiration,  because  the  Spirit  testifies  to  us  of  the  truth.  He  quoted  from 
the  fourth  chapter  of  Mosiah  in  telling  how  we  feel  when  we  are  forgiven 
of  our  sins.  How  that  the  Spirit  came  on  them,  and  they  were  filled  with 
joy,  having  received  a  remission  of  sins  and  a  peace  of  conscience. 

These  and  many  other  beautiful  teachings  were  given  by  Elder 
Romney,  making  us  love  the  Gospel  and  the  Lord's  servants  the  more  for 
their  wonderful  lives  and  example.  One  who  has  heard  his  testimony  is 
not  likely  to  soon  forget  it.  In  part  he  said  that  he  knew  the  Gospel  was 
true  and  that  God  and  Christ  live  and  that  he  should  not  know  it  better 
when  he  stands  before  his  maker  to  be  judged.  After  the  creation  of  the 
Stake  in  the  Transvaal,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks,  Elder  Romney 
said,  "The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  be  stronger  than  ever  before  in  South 
Africa,  and  we  will  reach  the  honest  in  heart  as  we  have  not  done  before." 
He  left  his  blessing  with  those  assembled  through  the  special  calling  which 
is  his. 

We  are  grateful  to  Elder  Romney  for  these  messages  which  he  left 
with  us  and  for  the  many  others  given  in  various  parts  of  the  mission.  As 
a  Mission  we  have  been  lifted  and  encouraged  and  helped  to  better  see  the 
way  we  should  live  and  that  whether  we  live  or  die  is  less  important  than 
whether  we  keep  or  disregard  the  commandments  of  God  throughout  our 
lives.  We  regret  that  Sister  Romney  was  unable  to  accompany  her  husband 
on  this  assignment,  as  we  remember  with  pleasure  the  lovely  example  of 
Latter-day  Saint  Womanhood  which  she  exemplified  when  she  was  with 
us  eighteen  months  ago. 


DAD,  I'LL  WAIT

Recently,  I  listened  with  great 
interest  to  a  man  who  is  just  now 
coming  into  activity  in  the  Church 
after  a  long  period  of  inactivity.  He 
indicated  that  his  son  came  to  him 
and  said,  "Dad,  do  you  know  what 
tomorrow  is?" 

To  which  the  father  replied,  "Yes, 
my  boy,  you  will  be  eight  years 
of  age." 

"That's  right,  Dad,  and  do  you 
know    what   that   means?" 

The  father  indicated  that  he  did 
and  said,  "I  have  been  thinking 
about  this  son.  I  have  spoken  to 
the  bishop,  and  we  have  made  ar- 
rangements to  have  someone  bap- 
tize you." 

To  this  the  boy  replied,  "But, 
Dad.  I  don't  want  just  someone  to 
baptize  me  —  I  want  you  to  bap- 
tize me." 

The  countenance  of  the  father 
fell,  and  he  appeared  very  em- 
barrassed as  he  had  to  say  to  his 
son.  "Because  of  my  inactivity  in 
the  Church,   I  only  hold  the  office 


of  a  deacon  and  that  does  not 
carry  with  it  the  authority  to  bap- 
tize." 

To  this  the  boy  answered,  "Dad. 
I'll  wait." 

"Just  think  of  the  responsibility 
that  was  placed  on  my  shoulders." 
the  father  continued.  "Now  I  was 
preventing  my  son  from  becoming 
a  member  of  this  Church.  Because 
of  my  inactivity.  I  had  not  been  ad- 
vanced in  the  priesthood;  and  this, 
of  course,  kept  me  from  enjoying 
the  privilege  that  might  have  been 
mine  of  baptizing  my  son  a  member 
of  the  Church.  I  worked  in  the 
Church  as  I  had  never  worked  be- 
fore, and  after  a  period  of  approxi- 
mately six  months'  time.  I  qualified 
myself  to  be  ordained  a  priest,  after 
which  I  had  the  honour  of  officia- 
ting at  the  baptism  of  my  son." 

In  this  case,  the  challenge  of  the 
boy  to  his  father  stimulated  the 
father  into  activity  in  the  Church.

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TRANSVAAL  STAKE  OFFICERS 


March  22,  1970  marked  a 
milestone  in  Church  history,  and 
the  answer  to  the  prayers  of 
many  of  the  saints  in  South 
Africa.  On  that  date,  the  first 
Stake  on  the  African  continent 
was  organized  by  Elder  Marion 
G.  Romney  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve.  Elder  Romney  has 
served  as  a  Bishop.  Stake  Presi- 
dent. Assistant  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  where  he  served  1 0i 
years  until  his  call  to  the 
Apostleship  in  October  1951.  He 
married  Ida  Jensen  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Temple  on  September  12. 
1924,  and  they  have  two  sons. 

President     Louis    P.     Hefer 
(right     front)    was    chosen     the 
Transvaal  Stake  President.  Presi- 
dent Hefer  was  born  in  1936  and 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Church  for  12  years.  He  is  married  to  Gesina 
Maria  Susanna  Faber.  They  have  been  married  for  13  years  and  have  one 
child.    President    Hefer  has  served  as  Branch   Clerk.   Branch    President  of 
Klerksdorp  and  Germiston,  and   District   President  of  the  Transvaal  Dis- 
trict. 

President  Ben  de  Wet  (back  left)  was  called  to  be  the  first  Counsellor 
to  the  Stake  President.  President  de  Wet  was  born  in  1917  and  has  been  a 
member  for  about  eight  years.  He  is  married  to  Patricia  Ann  Robinson. 
They  have  been  married  for  about  29  years  and  they  have  five  children. 
He  has  served  as  Branch  President  and  counsellor  to  the  District  President. 
President  Olev  Taim  (back  right)  was  called  to  be  President  Hefer's 
second  counsellor.  He  was  born  in  1942  and  was  recently  married  to 
Patricia  Louisa  Hanafey  in  the  London  Temple.  President  Taim  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Church  for 
about  10  years.  He  has  served 
as  an  Elders  Quorum  Group  Lea- 
der and  the  President  of  the  Se- 
cond Quorum  of  Elders  in  the 
Transvaal  District. 

The  12  High  Councilmen  were 
also  called,  consisting  of  Piet 
Faber.  Douglas  Hulbert,  Alma 
Donly,  Hansie  Brummer,  James 
van  Zyl,  Julian  Snyman,  James 
Rudolph.  Bernardus  Hornabrook, 
Texas  Smith.  Derek  Benington.

Five  of  the  Branches  were  made 
into  wards,  led  by  those  called  to 
be  Bishops.

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Questions   concerning 
Stakehood 


What  is  the  meaning  and  use  of 
the  word  "Stake"?  The  Prophet 
Joseph  uses  this  term  in  a  sense  en- 
tirely new  from  its  common  accep- 
tation. A  "Stake"  of  Zion  is  a 
geographical,  numerical  and  govern- 
mental division  of  the  Church.  The 
first  introduction  we  have  of  this 
word  as  implying  certain  territory 
for  governmental  purposes  and 
habitations  for  the  Saints,  was  when 
Kirtland  was  consecrated  "for  a 
Stake  of  Zion."  April  26,  1832.  The 
simple  fact  is,  the  stakes  are  merely 
subdivisions  of  the  government  of 
Zion.  They  did  not  exist  until  after 
Church  government  was  established, 
but  were  afterwards  erected  out  of 
the  territorial  and  spiritual  domain 
of  the  Kingdom.  They  were  thus 
"consecrated"  to  be  a  strength  in 
the  government  of  Zion,  and  an  ex- 
tension of  her  borders. 

What  are  the  duties  of  the  Stake 
Presidency?  Only  those  who  have 
been  ordained  High  Priests  can  offi- 
ciate as  members  of  a  Stake  Pre- 
sidency or  of  a  High  Council.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the 
principal  duties  of  the  Stake  Pre- 
sidency: 

1.  To  hold  regular  council  meet- 
tings. 

2.  To  meet  regularly  with  the 
high  council. 

3.  To  choose  the  stake  clerk. 

4.  To  recommend  bishops  for 
wards. 

5.  To  choose  the  presiding 
heads  for  the  stake  auxiliary 
organizations  and  see  that 
the  stake  organizations  are 
kept  intact. 

6.  To  hold  ward  conferences. 

7.  To  audit  reports  of  bishops. 

8.  To  attend  to  the  monthlv 
meetings  of  the  high  priests' 
auorum. 

9.  To  make  all  necessarv  pre- 
paration for  the  holding  of 
quarterly  conferences  and 
under    the    direction    of    the 


General  Authorities  to  con- 
duct all  sessions  of  these  as- 
semblies. 

10.  To  interview  personally  every 
missionary  recommended  to 
represent  the  Church  in  the 
mission  field. 

11.  To  approve  all  who  are  re- 
commended by  the  bishops 
to  go  to  the  temple  or  to 
receive  blessings  from  the 
Patriarch  or  acting  Patriarch 
to  the  church. 

12.  To  recommend  Elders  to  be 
either  Seventies  or  High 
Priests,  and  Seventies  to  be 
ordained   High   Priests. 

13.  To  supervise  the  Stake  Mel- 
chizedek  Priesthood  commit- 
tee, Stake  Aaronic  Priesthood 
committee.  Stake  Aaronic 
Priesthood  Extension  com- 
mittee. Welfare  committee, 
and  others  that  may  be  form- 
ed. 

14.  In  general  to  perform  all 
duties  of  a  stake  character  a* 
assigned  by  the  General 
Authorities,  including  stake 
budgeting  and  finance. 

What  are  the  duties  of  the  Stake 
Clerk?  The  Stake  Clerk  should  be 
chosen  by  the  Stake  Presidency  and 
High  Council  subject,  however,  to 
the  sustaining  vote  of  the  stake  con- 
ference and  the  apnroval  of  the 
representative  of  the  General  Autho- 
rities setting  him  apart.  The  Stake 
Clerk's  labours  will  be  directed 
by  the  Stake  Presidency  and  the 
Presiding  Bishopric.  He  should  be 
a  good  accountant  and  penman, 
systematic  and  thorough.  He  should 
be  faithful  in  all  respect  and  be 
worthy  of  the  confidence  of  stake 
and  ward  officers  ?nd  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  stake  generallv.  He 
should  not  be  a  member  of  the 
Stake  Presidency'.  High  Council,  or 
of  a  Ward  Bishopric  and  preferablv 
not  of  the  immediate  family  of  anv 
presiding    stake    officer.    His    duties 
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are  to  keep  the  stake  records  and 
accounts  .  .  .  and  to  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  presidency  of  the  stake 
and  the  Presiding  Bishopric. 

Stake  Patriarchs.  Stake  Patriarchs 
are  nominated  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency and  the  Council  of  Twelve, 
and  not  by  Stake  Presidents.  The 
Patriarchs  may  be  ordained  under 
instructions  from  the  First  Presi- 
dency by  the  Apostle  visiting  the 
stake  conference.  The  number  of 
Stake  Patriarchs  is  determined  by 
the  needs  of  stake.  Patriarchal  bles- 
sings may  be  given  by  a  Stake 
Patriarch  only  in  the  stake  in  which 
he  is  sustained;  except  of  course  his 
own  family.  Those  who  desire  pat- 
riarchal blessing  must  first  secure  a 
recommendation  from  the  Bishop, 
which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Patriarch  before  the  blessing  is 
given.  A  worthy  member  residing 
in  the  missions,  may,  when  visiting 
in  the  stakes  of  Zion,  receive  a 
blessing  from  the  Patriarch  in  the 
stake  in  which  he  or  she  is  visiting, 
upon  presentation  to  the  Patriarch 
of  a  recommendation  for  this  pur- 
pose, signed  by  the  president  of  the 
branch  and  the  president  of  the 
mission  in  which  his  or  her  mem- 
bership is  recorded. 

What  is  a  Stake  Mission?  Every 
stake  should  maintain  a  Stake  Mis- 
sion, organized  much  after  the 
foreign  Missions,  except  that  the 
missionaries  usually  would  be  asked 
to  devote  only  a  part  of  their  time 
to  the  work — not  less  than  two  even- 
ings a  week.  The  general  organi- 
zation and  procdure  of  the  Stake 
Missions   are   set   forth   as   follows: 

1.  That  the  object  of  this  work 
be  to  do  missionary  work 
within  the  stakes  of  Zion. 

2.  That  a  mission  be  organized 
in  each  stake  of  Zion  and 
that  the  general  supervision 
thereof  be  given  to  the  First 
Council  of  the   Seventy. 

3.  That  the  missionaries  to  be 
employed  preferably  be 
Seventies  but  that  High 
Priests  and  women  may  be 
called  to  serve.  Also  that 
prospective  missionaries  who 
are  taking  missionary  train- 
ing courses   be   used  to  give 


them  experience.  Missionaries 
should  be  selected  with  care 
so   that    qualified,    competent 
men  and  women  may  be  re- 
commended and  called  to  this 
important     service     for     the 
Church.    The     brethren    and 
sisters  called  should  have  an 
abiding  faith  in  and  enduring 
testimony     of     the     Gospel, 
coupled      with      a      yearning 
desire    for    the    salvation    of 
the  souls  of  mankind. 
These  brethren  and  sisters  are  on 
missions  and.  therefore,  not  subject 
to  local  appointments  of  any  kind — 
neither    in    the    auxiliary    organiza- 
tions. Priesthood  quorum  activities. 
Church  Welfare  program,  no  other 
Church   duties,  except  with   the  ex- 
press permission  of  the  Stake  Presi- 
dent.  They    must    be   considered  as 
being    absent    on    missions,    as    are 
those  who  have  been  sent  abroad. 

What  does  a  ward  consist  of? 
Each  stake  in  turn  is  divided  into 
wards,  with  memberships  varying, 
usually,  from  400  to  1500.  The 
ideal  is  a  ward  small  enough  for 
easy  and  effective  service  by  the 
officers  to  the  members  of  the  ward, 
perhaps  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
600  souls.  The  ward  is  the  ultimate 
unit  of  the  Church.  Every  Church 
activity  is  found  within  and  centres 
upon  the  ward. 

What  are  the  Stake  Branches?  A 
group  of  members  too  small  to 
officer  and  to  carry  on  all  the  acti- 
vities of  a  ward,  may  be  partially 
officered  and  become  a  branch, 
commonly  dependent  upon  the 
nearest  ward,  by  which  it  is  then 
supervised  in  part;  though  inde- 
pendent branches  directlv  responsi- 
ble to  the  Stake  Presidency  are 
occasionally  formed. 

What  is  the  purpose  of  the  Auxi- 
liary Organizations?  The  auxiliary 
organizations  are  helps  in  govern- 
ment to  the  Priesthood  in  the  train- 
ing and  development  of  members 
in  different  lines,  with  the  teaching 
of  the  Gospel  as  an  essential.  They 
labour  always  under  the  direction 
of  the  Priesthood.  Thev  are:  the 
Relief  Society,  the  Sunday  School, 
the  Young  Men's  and  Young 
Women's  Mutual  Improvement  As-

EDITORIAL 


Mi««ionar^   Contention 


With  the  news  of  Elder  Marion  G.  Romney's  coming  to  visit  the 
South  African  Mission.  Missionaries  throughout  the  Mission  find  them- 
selves wondering,  excited,  maybe  even  a  bit  worried  about  the  things  that 
will  take  place.  With  the  arrival  of  a  General  Authority  we  all  anticipate 
a  conference  with  him.  I  am  sure  many  of  you  wonder  what  goes  on  at 
one  of  these  Conventions.  Let  us  see  what  the  Transvaal  Zone  Convention 
was  like. 

Early  Wednesday  morning,  March  1 1  at  8.00,  about  44  of  South 
Africa's  Missionaries  assembled  themselves  at  the  Ramah  Chapel  to  parti- 
cipate in  a  day's  activities.  The  programme  of  the  day  would  begin  with 
the  Highlight  of  the  day  by  having  Elder  Romney  interview  each  of  us. 
While  the  interviews  were  going  on  we  began  with  the  regular  meeting. 

A  very  fitting  song  was  the  theme  of  the  day,  "The  Spirit  of  God 
Like  a  Fire  is  Burning".  The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Rand 
Oviatt  and  the  meeting  was  conducted  by  the  Transvaal  Zone  Leader,  Elder 
Mark  G.  Smith. 

Sister  Badger  welcomed  us  with  the  lovely  spirit  she  has  as  our  Mission 
Mother.  She  reminded  us  of  the  story  of  a  poor  native  person  who  had 
very  few  possessions  but  who  lives  in  Diamond  Country.  Actually  this 
certain  person  used  a  large  stone,  which  contained  a  large  Diamond,  as 
his  door  stop.  Sister  Badger  likened  this  to  many  of  us  that  have  beautiful 
and  priceless  possessions  around  us,  but  we  are  too  blind  to  see  how  won- 
derful they  really  are.  It  left  the  thought  upon  our  minds  that  today  we  have 
an  apostle  of  the  Lord  with  us,  one  of  the  15  most  important  men  in  the 
world,  to  help  us,  to  counsel  us,  to  guide  us.  and  we  should  make  the 
most  of  this  wonderful  opportunity. 

Now  was  the  time  that  many  of  us  were  waiting  for,  but  actually 
many  of  the  Elders  were  not  aware  of  the  things  that  President  Badger  was 
going  to  say  to  us.  After  a  welcome  by  President  Badger,  he  proceeded  to 
read  a  letter  which  he  received  from  Spencer  W.  Kimball.  As  President 
Badger  announced  that  Elder  Rom- 
ney was  coming  to  form  a  STAKE, 
a  spirit  arose  among  all  of  us  and 
we  felt  great  happiness  in  the  won- 
derful news  that  all  of  us  here  in 
the  South  African  Mission  have 
been  striving  for  since  the  Mission- 
aries first  came  to  this  land  in  1853 
President  Badger  pointed  out  more 
of  the  progression  that  is  taking 
place  in  this  mission.  He  men- 
tioned the  completion  of  the 
translation  of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
and  also  the  beginning  of  the 
Language  Training  School  at  BYU 
for  missionaries  who  will  be  com- 
ing to  this  land,  that  we  might 
learn  the  Afrikaans  Language  bet- 
ter. He  assured  us  of  the  growth 
that  is  going  to  take  place  in  the 
Church  in  this  land. 

He    reminded    us    that    we   will 
not  be  judged  according  to  just  the 
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number  of  baptisms  we  have,  but  for  the  number  of  people  we  bring  the 
Gospel  to  compared  to  the  number  of  people  we  could  have  brought  the 
Gospel  to  if  we  had  served  with  all  our  might,  mind,  and  strength.  After 
President  Badger  spoke  to  us  we  divided  up  into  "Workshops"  where  we 
learned  better  ways  of  preaching  the  Gospel  and  testifying  to  the  people. 
These  workshops  were  as  follows: 

Three  workshops  were  held  and  about  I  3  Elders  were  in  each  one.  One  was 
under  the  direction  of  A>an  Banks,  Assistant  to  the  President.  Elder  Banks 
told  us  about  the  emphasis  placed  on  Afrikaans  now  and  how  the  Afrikaans 
people  are  going  to  be  taught  the  Gospel  more  in  their  own  language.  Elder 
Banks  instilled  within  us  the  desire  to  improve  our  Afrikaans  language,  not 
only  by  what  he  said  but  by  the  test  he  gave  us.  which  was  a  surprise!  The 
next  workshop  contained  something  that  all  of  us  as  members  of  Christ's 
Church  need  to  improve  on. 

Spirituality;  what  is  spirituality?  We  discussed  several  aspects  of  this 
and  those  things  that  make  up  spirituality.  Some  of  the  ones  we  listed 
were  humility,  charitability,  dedication,  prayer,  fasting,  faith,  chastity,  work. 
Gospel  love,  thoughts,  study,  forgiving,  eye  single  to  God*s  glory,  and  a 
love  for  God.  President  and  Sister  Badger  were  in  charge  of  this  workshop 
and  they  asked  us  for  our  opinions  on  how  we  could  become  more 
Spiritual,  and  these  are  some  of  the  main  things  that  we  discussed.  Presi- 
dent Badger  told  us  about  some  things  that  he  has  learned  from  different 
Elders.  One  wished  that  his  companion  didn't  think  he  knew  everything: 
that  he  would  confess  to  being  wrong  just  once.  There  is  a  big  importance 
in  being  humble  and  being  teachable.  We  should  read  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  Section  4  at  least  once  a  week  to  encourage  us  to  remember 
the  callings  we  have.  Some  thoughts  were  left  with  us  from  men  with 
great  wisdom.  Elder  Romney  asked  the  Elders  last  year,  "Have  you  found 
God?"  The  apostle  Paul  said.  "I  am  a  prisoner  of  Christ".  Happiness  is 
rinding  the  way  the  Lord  is  going  and  go  the  same  way.  We  certainly 
need  to  be  valiant  in  our  service. 

Sister  Badger  had  a  "Question  Bag"  and  many  of  the  Elders  took  a 
question  out  of  the  bag  and  then  we  discussed  it.  An  example  of  the 
questions  is  "What  is  the  difference  of  the  Light  of  Christ  and  the  Gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost?"  At  the  end  of  this  workshop.  Elder  Banks  handed  out  a 
Self  Improvement  Check  List;  which  we  should  go  over  every  Sunday 
morning  to  see  where  we  need  to  improve.  The  Book  of  Mormon  was  the 
subject  for  the  next  workshop. 

Elder  Mark  Smith,  Zone  Leader  spoke  to  us  about  improvements  on 
our  Proselyting  work,  especially  on  the  use  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  in 
converting  people.  Elder  Robert  Dennis  was  called  on  to  place  a  Book 
of  Mormon  in  the  home  of  his  tough  investigator.  Elder  Dennis  Yarrington. 
After  he  finished,  all  of  us  commented  on  the  way  the  discussion  was 
presented  and  the  method  by  which  all  of  us  could  better  our  discussions. 
After  this,  orange  drinks  and  doughnuts  were  served  followed  by  a 
humorous  skit. 

This  skit  portrayed  the  life  of  Elder  Diligent  and  Zeal  played  by 
Elder  Gary  Harper  and  Elder  Dale  Madsen.  and  "slow  out  of  the  sack" 
Elders  Slothful  and  Lazy,  played  by  Elder  Steve  Gatten  and  Elder  Robert 
Lee.  Elder  Brian  Anderson  directed  the  skit  and  Elder  Alan  Banks  was  the 
narrator.  We  hope  that  this  might  have  impressed  on  our  minds  the  faults 
we  have  and  try  to  correct  them. 

Next  we  had  a  panel  discussion.  The  panel,  consisting  of  some  of  the 
most  renowned  and  learned  men  in  the  world,  was  made  up  of  Elder 
Stephen  Congdon.  Elder  Robert   Fredericks.   Elder  Robert  Chalmers,  and 
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Elder  Alan  Banks.  Many  questions  were  put  before  them  to  answer  and 
many  of  our  problems  were  answered.  One  item  we  discussed  was  the 
importance  of  calling  each  other  by  our  proper  titles.  Along  this  same  line 
we  decided  to  have  all  members  call  us  by  our  proper  names  using  the 
title  of  Elder  at  all  times.  We  felt  it  important  to  address  all  girls  of  the 
approximate  same  age  and  all  members  by  the  title  of  Brother  and  Sister. 
We  had  a  break  after  this  and  then  began  more  workshops.  The  interviews 
lasted  for  about  eight  hours  and  we  were  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
spend  so  much  time  speaking  to  Elder  Romney  in  our  individual  interviews. 

The  meeting  closed  after  everyone  was  interviewed  with  the  song 
"Precious  Saviour"  and  the  Closing  Prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Brian 
Rock.  This  ended  a  big  day  for  us,  but  the  best  was  yet  to  come. 

At  7.00  a.m.  we  were  once  again  at  the  Chapel  on  a  beautiful  morning. 
March  12,  to  enjoy  a  talk  by  Elder  Romney  and  the  testimonies  of  the 
other  Elders.  The  Testimony  Meeting  began  with  the  song  "Do  what  is 
Right".  In  bearing  our  testimony.  Elder  Romney  asked  us  to  relate  a 
faith  promoting  experience,  how  we  felt  about  our  mission  so  far,  and  to 
make  a  commitment  to  work  for.  The  testimony  meeting  lasted  for  about 
three  hours.  President  and  Sister  Badger  left  their  testimonies  with  us,  and 
it  really  gave  us  a  desire  to  do  better.  President  Badger  said  that  it  would 
be  something  wonderful  if  we  could  tell  the  Lord  at  the  end  of  each  day 
that.  "I  know.  Lord,  that  you  know  that  I  have  done  my  best". 

Elder  Romney  then  addressed  us  with  a  wonderful  spirit  and  a  beauti- 
ful testimony.  He  first  told  us  of  a  faith  promoting  experience  that  he  had 
while  on  his  mission  in  Australia  in  1923.  Elder  Romney  said  that  he  has 
done  many  different  things  in  his  life  time,  but  there  is  nothing  that  he 
can  put  his  complete  soul  into  like  the  ministry.  He  loves  the  Gospel  and 
his  Call.  Along  with  the  rest  of  us  Elder  Romney  made  a  commitment  to 
be  more  patient.  He  told  us  to  be  patient  in  afflictions.  As  on  the  previous 
visit  of  Elder  Romney,  he  also  told  us  that  it  is  important  to  "know  God". 
Once  we  know  God  and  become  closer  to  him  the  veil  gets  thinner.  As 
Elders  and  young  men  he  also  told  us  to  go  after  and  become  a  High 
Priest.  He  also  pointed  out  that  we  need  to  make  discussions  which  are 
in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel.  Elder  Romney  specifically 
said,  "I  want  you  to  try  and  teach  the  people  the  principle  of  Forgiveness 
and  Repentance.  We  can  be  forgiven.  Don't  be  discouraged,  come  up  and  be 
forgiven;  repent  and  confess."  Elder  Romney  asked  us  to  read  Mosiah 
4:1  -3,  which  tells  us  we  will  receive  joy  and  peace  of  conscience. 

Toward  the  end  of  Elder  Romney 's  talk  he  told  us  to  carry  the  mes- 
sage to  all  those  who  will  hear  it,  for  the  spirit  of  Christ  enlighteneth  the 
soul  of  every  man  upon  the  earth;  but  sin  and  transgression  destroys  this 
enlightenment.  Those  who  will  hearken  unto  the  spirit  will  receive  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  Elder  Romney  told  us  to  witness  to  the  fact  that  Joseph 
Smith  saw  and  spoke  with  God  and  Jesus  Christ;  warn  the  people;  get  into 
the  homes  and  teach  them.  He  said  we  should  go  each  day  until  we  find 
someone  who  will  invite  you  back  to  hear  the  first  lesson.  Elder  Romney 
said  that  in  a  year  if  we  found  300  people  that  would  hear  the  first,  and  out 
of  these  150  would  continue  to  hear  the  second  lesson,  50  of  them  would 
hear  all  six  lessons  and  half  of  them  would  be  baptized,  we  would  be 
having  25  baptisms  per  year. 

Elder  Romney  certainly  left  us  with  some  goals  to  accomplish.  Our 
testimonies  have  been  strengthened,  our  courage  increased,  and  our  desire 
to  serve  has  been  felt  in  our  hearts.  We  are  truly  thankful  for  the  wonder- 
ful two  days  that  have  been  given  to  us  to  become  better  missionaries  and 
better  members  of  Christ's  Church.

"Therefore,  if  a  man  marry  him  a  wife  in  the  world,  and  he  marry

A  MODERN  PARABLE 

After  a  difficult  search  for  a  perfect  partner,  and  after  much  happiness 
together,  it  would  be  sad  for  a  couple  to  face  the  prospect  of  an  abrupt 
end  of  this  relationship  at  the  end  of  either's  mortal  life.  A  touching 
parable  was  told  by  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  the  October  1964  general  conference  of  the  Church: 

"John  and  Mary  were  married  by  their  bishop  in  his  palatial  home, 
and  the  ceremony  included  the  phrase,  "so  long  as  you  both  shall  live". 
Relatives  and  friends  exclaimed,  "What  a  handsome,  promising  couple!" 
Life  seemed  to  offer  everything  two  delightful  people  could  hope  for. 

"It  was  a  civil  ceremony,  but  they  promised  themselves  that  they 
would  soon  get  their  house  in  order  and  go  to  the  Lord's  temple  to  have

their  marriage  eternalized.  They  loved  each  other  intensely.  They  had  some 
knowledge  of  and  faith  in  the  principle  of  eternal  marriage,  but  careless- 
ness in  their  pattern  of  living  and  bad  habits  precluded  their  conscientiously 
asking  the  bishop  for  a  recommend  to  enter  the  sacred  precincts  of  the 
temple. 

"Time  passed.  Children  came.  John  was  active  in  community  life.  His 
pleasing  personality  made  him  many  friends.  Mary  grew  more  lovely  as  the 
children  came,  and  sweet  motherhood  and  wifehood  expanded  her  vision 
and  enlarged  her  soul.  The  love  she  bore  for  her  husband  grew  constantly, 
and  as  their  lives  grew  together,  she  came  to  realize  how  she  wanted 
him  forever.  She  came  to  sense  her  predicament.  Shadows  gathered.  He  was 
not  religiously  inclined.  He  said;  some  day  he  would  move  towards  the 
temple. 

"She  took  part  in  church  activity  but  when  there  came  conflict  be- 
tween church  service  and  his  Sabbath  interests,  she  felt  that  she  should 
be  with  her  husband  —  she  loved  him  so  very  much.  The  children  grew  and 
were  happy  in  the  Church  until  teen-age  activities  brought  carefree, 
leisurely  Sabbaths  —  rides,  dates,  skiing  —  and  they  also  began  to  bypass 
their  religious  duties. 

"One  day  the  clouds  lowered,  and  trouble  came.  It  was  on  one  of  those 
Sunday  canyon  picnics.  An  excellent  driver.  John  was  not  at  fault  for  the 
crash  when  a  drinking  driver  left  both  cars  junk  and  two  loved  ones 
mangled  and  lifeless. 

"When  the  bodies  of  his  beloved  Mary  and  sweet  little  Alice  had  been 
buried  with  all  solemnity  and  every  tender  affection,  John  found  his  life 
lonely  indeed.  The  nights  were  so  long,  the  house  so  empty,  the  days  so 
barren,  life  so  vain  and  desolate.  He  devoted  himself  to  his  work  and  to 
his  other  children,  but  his  world  seemed  to  have  been  buried  in  a  hillside 
grave. 

"At  the  table  the  circle  was  incomplete.  There  were  two  vacant  places. 
Social  life  had  no  interest  for  him.  No  one  knew  how  he  suffered.  No  one 
knew  how  his  heart  ached.  His  thoughts  were  constantly  of  Mary,  his  com- 
panion, his  beloved,  the  mother  of  his  children.  When  he  returned  from 
his  work,  it  seemed  she  should  be  there  to  slip  into  his  arms;  when  he 
awakened  in  the  morning,  it  seemed  he  could  not  get  over  expecting  to 
find  her  by  his  side.  His  first  and  last  conscious  thoughts  were  of  Mary. 

"Then  this  night  came  the  dream,  or  was  it  a  dream,  for  he  seemed 
to  be  so  much  awake.  Unlike  hundreds  of  his  other  dreams,  which  had 
faded  into  oblivion  with  the  coming  of  the  dawn,  this  impressive  one 
lingered  all  the  day. 

"It  seemed  he  was  in  a  world  where  he  had  never  been  before.  He  was 
looking  through  a  wide,  heavy,  open  gate  leading  into  a  beautiful  area 
in  which  the  central  figures  were  a  woman  and  a  little  girl.  Gradually,  he 
became  conscious  of  their  identity,  and  he  felt  a  warm  glow  as  he  recog- 
nized little  Alice  with  her  mother.  Mary  was  more  lovely  than  ever;  her 
charm  and  beauty  had  been  accentuated.  She  was  captivating,  heavenly,  and 
as  both  his  loved  ones  smiled  and  beckoned  to  him.  he  wanted,  oh.  how 
he  wanted,  to  go  to  them.  They  seemed  anxious  that  he  join  them.  He  tried 
to  go  to  them,  but  he  could  not  seem  to  move,  and  as  he  struggled  it 
appeared  that  the  great  gates  were  closing.  Mary  and  Alice  seemed  con- 
scious of  this  also  and  beckoned  frantically,  but  he  was  powerless  to  do 
that  which  at  this  moment  be  wanted  so  much  to  do.

He  caught  a  final  glimpse 
and  saw  terror  registered  on  Mary's  face  as  she.  too.  must  have  realized 
that  the  door  was  nearly  closed.  As  the  lock  clicked,  it  was  like  thunder  in 
his  sensitive  ears,  and  he  felt  he  would  give  anything,  everything,  even  life 
itself  to  see  her  again,  to  be  with  her  again,  to  have  her  always  with  him.

Edward  Partridge  and  many  others  to  the  ministry;  and, 
leaving  them  to  take  care  of  the  churches  and  to  minister  the  gospel,  we 
took  leave  of  the  saints  and  continued  our  journey. 

Fifty  miles  west  of  Kirtland,  we  had  occasion  to  pass  through  the 
neighbourhood  where  I  first  settled  in  the  wilderness,  after  my  marriage. 
We  found  the  people  all  excited  with  the  news  of  the  great  work  we  had 
been  the  humble  instruments  of  doing  in  Kirtland  and  vicinity.  Some 
wished  to  learn  and  obey  the  fullness  of  the  gospel  —  were  ready  to 
entertain  us  and  hear  us  preach.  Others  were  filled  with  envy,  rage  and 
lying. 

We  had  stopped  for  the  night  at  the  house  of  Simeon  Carter,  by  whom 
we  were  kindly  received,  and  were  in  the  act  of  reading  to  him  and  ex- 
plaining the  Book  of  Mormon,  when  there  came  a  knock  at  the  door,  and 
an  officer  entered  with  a  warrant  from  a  magistrate  by  the  name  of  Bying- 
ton,  to  arrest  me  on  a  very  frivoulous  charge.  I  dropped  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  in  Carter's  house,  and  went  with  him  some  two  miles,  on  a  dark, 
muddy  road;  one  of  the  brethren  accompanied  me.  We  arrived  at  the  place 
of  trial  late  in  the  evening;  found  false  witnesses  in  attendance,  and  a 
judge  who  boasted  of  his  intention  to  thrust  us  into  prison,  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  the  powers  of  our  apostleship,  as  he  called  it  although 
I  was  only  an  Elder  in  the  Church.  The  Judge  boasting  thus,  and  the 
witnesses  being  entirely  false  in  their  testimony,  I  concluded  to  make  no 
defense,  but  to  treat  the  whole  matter  with  contempt. 

I  was  soon  ordered  to  prison,  or  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  which  I  had 
not  in  the  world.  It  was  now  a  late  hour,  and  I  was  still  retained  in  court, 
tantalized,  abused  and  urged  to  settle  the  matter,  to  all  of  which  I  made 
no  reply  for  some  time.  This  greatly  exhausted  their  patience.  It  was  near 
midnight.  I  now  called  on  brother  Petersen  to  sing  a  hymn  in  the  court. 
We  sung,  "O  how  happy  are  they".  This  exasperated  them  still  more,  and 
they  pressed  us  greatly  to  settle  the  business  by  paying  the  money. 

I  then  observed  as  follows:  "May  it  please  the  court,  I  have  one  pro- 
posal to  make  for  a  final  settlement  of  the  things  that  seem  to  trouble  you. 
It  is  this:  if  the  witnesses  who  have  given  testimony  in  the  case  will 
repent  of  their  false  swearing,  and  the  magistrate  of  his  unjust  and 
wicked  judgment  and  of  his  persecution,  blackguardism  and  abuse,  and  all 
kneel  down  together,  we  will  pray  for  you,  that  God  might  forgive  you  in 
these  matters." 

"My  big  bull  dog  pray  for  me,"  says  the  Judge. 

"The  devil  help  us,"  exclaimed  another. 

They  now  urged  me  for  some  time  to  pay  the  money;  but  got  no 
further  answer. 

The  court  adjourned,  and  I  was  conducted  to  a  public  house  over  the 
way  and  locked  in  till  morning;  the  prison  being  some  miles  distant. 

In  the  morning  the  officer  appeared  and  took  me  to  breakfast;  this 
over,  we  sat  waiting  in  the  inn  for  all  things  to  be  ready  to  conduct  me 
to  prison.  In  the  meantime  my  fellow  travellers  came  past  on  their 
journey,  and  called  to  see  me.  I  told  them  in  an  undertone  to  pursue  their

journey  and  leave  me  to  manage  my  own  affairs,  promising  to  overtake 
them  soon.  They  did  so. 

After  sitting  awhile  by  the  fire  in  charge  of  the  officer.  I  requested  to 
step  out.  I  walked  out  into  the  public  square  accompanied  by  him.  Said  I. 
"Mr.  Peabody  are  you  good  at  a  race?"  "No,"  said  he.  "but  my  big  bull 
dog  is,  and  he  has  been  trained  to  assist  me  in  my  office  these  several  years; 
he  will  take  any  man  down  at  my  bidding."  "Well.  Mr.  Peabody.  you 
compelled  me  to  go  a  mile.  I  have  gone  with  you  two  miles.  You  have 
given  me  an  opportunity  to  preach,  sing  and  have  also  entertained  me 
with  lodging  and  breakfast.  I  must  now  go  on  my  journey;  if  you  are  good 
at  a  race  you  can  accompany  me.  I  thank  you  for  all  your  kindness  — 
good  day,  sir." 

1  then  started  on  my  journey,  while  he  stood  amazed  and  not  able  to 
step  one  foot  before  the  other.  Seeing  this,  I  halted,  turned  to  him  and 
again  invited  him  to  a  race.  He  still  stood  amazed.  I  then  renewed  my 
exertions,  and  soon  increased  my  speed  to  something  like  that  of  a  deer. 
He  did  not  awake  from  his  astonishment  sufficiently  to  start  in  pursuit  till 
I  had  gained,  perhaps,  two  hundred  yards.  I  had  already  leaped  a  fence,  and 
was  making  my  way  through  a  field  to  the  forest  on  the  right  of  the  road. 
He  now  came  hallooing  after  me,  and  shouting  to  his  dog  to  seize  me. 
The  dog,  being  one  of  the  largest  I  ever  saw,  came  close  on  my  footsteps 
with  all  his  fury;  the  officer  behind  still  in  pursuit,  clapping  his  hands 
and  hallooing  "stu-boy,  stu-boy  —  take  him  —  watch  —  lay  hold  of 
him.  I  say  —  down  with  him,"  and  pointing  his  finger  in  the  direction  I 
was  running.  The  dog  was  fast  overtaking  me.  and  in  the  act  of  leaping 
upon  me,  when,  quick  as  lightning,  the  thought  struck  me,  to  assist  the 
officer,  in  sending  the  dog  with  all  fury  to  the  forest  a  little  distance  before 
me.  I  pointed  my  finger  in  that  direction,  clapped  my  hands,  and  shouted 
in  imitation  of  the  officer.  The  dog  hastened  past  me  with  redoubled  speed 
towards  the  forest;  being  urged  by  the  officer  and  myself,  and  both  of  us 
running  in  the  same  direction. 

Gaining  the  forest.  I  soon  lost  sight  of  the  officer  and  dog,  and  have 
not  seen  them  since.  I  took  a  back  course,  crossed  the  road,  took  round 
into  the  wilderness,  on  the  left,  and  made  the  road  again  in  time  to  cross 
a  bridge  over  Vermilion  River,  where  I  was  hailed  by  half  a  dozen  men. 
who  had  been  anxiously  waiting  our  arrival  to  that  part  of  the  country, 
and  who  urged  me  very  earnestly  to  stop  and  preach.  I  told  them  that  f 
could  not  then  do  it.  for  an  officer  was  on  my  track.  I  passed  on  six  miles 
further,  through  mud  and  rain,  and  overtook  the  brethren,  and  preached 
the  same  evening  to  a  crowded  audience,  among  whom  we  were  well  enter- 
tained. 

The  Book  of  Mormon,  which  I  dropped  at  the  house  of  Simeon  Carter, 
when  taken  by  the  officer,  was  by  these  circumstances  left  with  him.  He 
read  it  with  attention.  It  wrought  deeply  upon  his  mind,  and  he  went  fifty 
miles  to  the  church  we  had  left  in  Kirtland.  and  was  there  baptized  and 
ordained  an  Elder.  He  then  returned  to  his  home  and  commenced  to 
preach  and  baptize.  A  church  of  about  sixty  members  was  soon  organized 
in  the  place  where  1  had  played  such  a  trick  of  deception  on  the  dog.

sociations,  and  the  Primary  Asso- 
ciation. Under  this  head  may  also 
be  considered  the  Church  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  consisting  of  a 
university,  colleges,  institutes,  stu- 
dent religious  societies,  and  semina- 
ries. The  Genealogical  Society  forms 
a  part  of  the  Priesthood  activity 
connected  with  temple  work.  Each 
of  the  auxiliary  associations  has  a 
general  presidency  or  superinten- 
dency  of  three  at  the  head,  under 
the    direction    of    the    First    Presi- 


dency, with  a  general  board  of 
members  who  are  appointed  to  visit 
the  various  stakes  or  missions.  In 
like  manner  the  stake  auxiliary  as- 
sociation are  organized  with  a  Stake 
board.  The  ward  or  board  organiza- 
tion also  consists  of  the  presi- 
dency of  three  with  the  other  neces- 
sary officers  and  teachers  associated.
